Press w riter whose column analyzing world events 
is published in more than 800 newspapers, has returned from 
a lengthy tour abroad with the strengthened conviction Ger­ 
many will be beaten in 1943. 
“ I ara convinced more than ever,” he reported on his ar­ 
rival here after a four-and-a-half-month trip TlTiliwflHllrH 
which took him as far east as Chungking, China, 
“ that H itler's back is broken—as a m atter of 
fact it was broken last fall when he failed to 
smash through into the lower Caucasus—and 
that we ought to be able to dispose of the Nazi 
all-highest by the end of the year. 
“ Most observers and m ilitary people with 
whom I have talked feel that Japan should fall 
by the end of 1944, if not sooner.” 
The veteran analyst and foreign correspond­ 
ent left New York last September and flew; 
across the North Atlantic to Ireland, 
lie spent [I 
five weeks in England, then went to Lisbon 
and down the west coast of Africa. 
M A C K E N Z IE 
Flying across Africa to Cairo, he remained 
five weeks in 
Egypt and on the Libyan front with the British Eighth army. 
Enroute to Chungking, he paused in Palestine and in India. 
A fter three weeks in India, on the return home, he visited 
Iran and Iraq. 
He m ade the aerial Journey from Bassro, Iraq to Miami In the 
speedy tim e of five and a half days, arriving here yesterday. 
M ackenzie, who cabled tim ely reports to his readers during his 
tour, will give a detailed sum m ary of h is findings in a series of col­ 
um ns beginning next week. 
“One o f the things th at im pressed me m ost,” he said in an In­ 
terv iew 'h ere, “is the terrific strik in g power being piled up by (he 
United S tates. G reat B ritain and the o th er Allies, and the rapidity 
w ith which it is growing. 
“T here could he no doubt In tthe m ind of any one who had seen 
the way these Allied resources are m ultiplying that victory by the 
United N ations is a certainty.”

inside Algeria from the Tunisian frontier.

GREATER LDSSES 


Soviet Army Seems To Gain 


Momentum In Advance

Aasociated Pres* W ar Analyst 
Within IO day* the resurgent 
Red arm y ha* recaptured Kursk. 
Rostov and Kharkov, piling up m a­ 
jor triumphs at a rate surpassing 
th at of the German surge over the 
sam e territory a year and a half 
ago. 
Instead of losing momentum as 
its supply lines stretch out to the 
west, the Red arm y seem* to he 
add Lug to the rem orseless power 
of its advance. 
Kharkov, fourth 
city of the Soviet Union, the in­ 
vader’s mightiest bastion east of 
the Dneiper, had been doomed for 
days but apparently it fell sooner 
than either the victor or the van­ 
quished expected. 
Red Arm y Doesn't Stop 
No longer is it a question of 
whether the Germans will 'be com­ 
pelled to fall back to the Dnieper. 
Rather it is a question of whether 
they can accomplish the withdraw­ 
al of their long, sagging line® 
across the intervening IOO or 150 
miles to the comparative safety of 
new positions which alm ost cer­ 
tainly have been prepared there 
without 
new 
disasters 
rivaling 
that of Stalingrad aud whether, 
once there, they can hold them. 
The Red army has not stopped to 
celebrate or rest at Kharkov. 
A retreat such as the Germans 
are compelled to make, over rela­ 
tively flat country, relentlessly pur­ 
sued by a hai-d-punching enemy 
whose rapid thrusts constantly are 
outflanking large groups, is one of 
the most dangerous operations in 
warfare and likely to be one of 
the most costly. 
Does Napoleon Haunt Fuehrer? 
If H itler’* high command can 
get his armies back to the Dnieper 
without 
adding several 
hundred 
thousand more losses to the ter- 
ible toll already exacted It will 
have achieved an Important suc­ 
cess. 
The fuehrer must be haunt­ 
ed these days and nights by pic­ 
tures of Napoleon on the way back. 
Until 
the 
Russians 
come 
up 
against the new German defense 
system, at the Dnieper or wherev­ 
er it is being established, it would 
be unwise to predict the early ex­ 
pulsion of Hitler’s forces from all 
Russian territory. 
W hile th© southern lines flow 
estward it is logical to expect 
an early extension northward of 
the German retreat.

Beginning Monday, Feb. 22, holders of War Ration Book One (the 
. sugar book) will go to their nearest elementary school to obtain Book 
Two, which THEY MUST HAVE*------------------------------------------------- 
in order to purchase moat canned 
food® after March I. 
Registrants must take with them 
War Ration Book One and before 
obtaining Book Two must declare 
the number of 8-ounce or larger 
cans of commercially-packed vege­ 
tables, fruits, juices and soups on 
hand Feb. 21, and also the amount 
of coffee on hand Nov. 28, 1942, in 
excess of one pound for every per­ 
son whose age a® shown on Book 
One wa® 14 years or over. 
Stamps May Be Removed 
On the basis of the consumer 
declaration of Inventory, one 8 
point stamp will be detached from 
War Ration Book Two for each 
can over the allowable amount of 
five cans, bottles and jars for each 
member of the family.

‘No Surrender’ Policy Fixed

A dm inistrator Prentiss M. Brown 
pounced on the hopes of farm par­ 
ity, price and wage stabilization 
opponents Tuesday night and pro­

In a radio address, the former 
Michigan

what he termed the prevailing im­

Asking public support of OPA 
measures, Brown said that at pres­ 
ent levels the price stabilization 
program 
would save more than 
$100,000,000,000 for the government 
and the people by the end of this 
year—or $600 a family. 
He said farm prices and indus­ 
trial wages have “kept in fairly 
reasonable alignm ent” and that ra­ 
tioning “win become more wide­ 
spread as the war goes on"—but 
that, it will guarantee everyone a 
"fair share at a fair price.”

Proposed by Gov. John W. Brlcker’s administration, it calls for an 
unemployment insurance s u r t a x * * ----------------------—

ranging from one-tenth of I percent 
to I percent on payroll* expanded 
by the war boom. 
It would apply to approximately 
1,000 m anufacturers and business 
firms, but H. C. Atkinson, unem­ 
ployment compensation adm inistra­ 
tor, estim ated not more than 20 
would have to pay the maximum 
I percent. 
The 1,000 would Include those 
employers whose contributions to 
the insurance fund (from which 
benefit payments are made) have 
not built up a credit equal to 9 
percent of their average annual 
pay roll. 
W ould Revise U tility R ates 
Atkinson further estim ated the 
surtax would add $5,000,000 a year 
to the insurance fund, which con­ 
tained 
approximately 
$277,000,000 
Jan. I. 
The senate also received a hill, 
authorized by Sen.

prudent investm ent method, in de­ 
termining the property’s current 
value. 
The present method of ascertain­ 
ing the value for rate-making pur­ 
poses is computation of the repro­ 
duction cost, less depreciation. 
Sponsors of the legislation say 
it would benefit the public in the 
determination of gas, electricity 
and telephone rates a t a time when 
property values are rising. They 
also say it would obviate the nec­ 


essity of paying large fees to en­ 
gineering experts for making valu­ 
ations. 
Other Developments Listed 
Other developments in the legis­ 
lature were: 
THE SENATE highways commit­ 
tee rescinded its recommendation 
for passage of a bill establishing 
an auxiliary to the state highway 
patrol, and decided to consider the 
proposal further; 
THE HOUSE passed and sent to 
the senate a bill requiring appli­ 
cant* for civil service examina­ 
tions to be U. S. citizens: and 
SEN. WILLIAM M. BOYD (D) 
of Cuyahoga county introduced a 
bill to cut in half the automobile 
license fees for the duration of 
the war. 
THE SENATE completed enact­ 
m ent of legislation substituting 
windshield stickers for metal auto 
license plates for 1943, 1944 and 
1946. The bill, an emergency meas­ 
ure, went to the governor.

er asserted Keller admitted trading 
the six cases to a food merchant 
for a quantity of coffee and bean 
sprouts, “which I had been trying 
to get for three months.”

Legislature Urged To Relax 


Statutes; Request Ripped

COLUMBUS. Feb. 18 — A rep- 
reeentative of the Ohio Manufac­ 
tu rer’s association declared Wed­ 
nesday night memibers are having 
to break all the female labor laws 
to make w ar materials. 
“We can’t keep within the law 
and maintain production.” Ralph 
Miner of Akron told the senate 
commerce and 
labor committee, 
which 
J* 
considering 
proposed 
legislation to relax the female and 
child labor statutes. 
Miner, a member of Hie Ohio un­ 
employment compensation 
advis­ 
ory council, urged enactment of 
tho bill immediately so that war 
plants will be given the protection 
of law. 
“Some women are working 80 
hon rn a week in wan- production— 
at least, I am told so." he re­ 
marked. 
Restricted To 45 Hours 
Present laws restrict women to 
45 hour* a week in manufacturing 
plants, 48 hours in numerous other 
occupations; prohibit them from 
working between IO p. rn. and 6 
a. rn. and bar them from many 
jobs such as thoee involving use 
of heavy machinery. 
The proposed legislation, intro­ 
duced by Sen. Joseph I. Ross (R) 
of Montgomery county and vigor­ 
ously opposed by organized labor, 
would suspend during wartime the 
application of virtually ail regula­ 
tory laws applying to women in 
war production, agriculture, dome*- 
tic service, communications and 
railroad companies. 
A maximum work week of 54 
hours would be fixed for women in 
other occupations. 
The bill also would perm it min­ 
ors 16 or older to work 48 hours 
a week. 
The statute* now fix the 
minimum age limit at 18 for boys 
and 21 for girls. 
Labor Opposition Explained 
Phil Hannah, secretary of the 
Ohio Federation of Labor, declared 
all organized labor opposes the 
Rose bill. 
He listed two princi­ 
pal labor reasons: 
1.—Because many employes not 
directly concerned with the war 
effort could use the relaxation of 
legal restrictions to exploit women; 
2.—A flat. 54-hour week is un­ 
desirable because Its widespread 
adoption would impose att unwhole­ 
some physical strain on women 
and crests serious problems in the 
home life of a married women and 
mothers wflio work. 
Hannah 
said 
labor 
would 
go 
along with a 48-hour week and 
probably would approve 64 hours 
under unusual cond It ions. 
Hannah urged employers and la 
bor attem pt to submit an agreed 
program to the legislature. 
Mrs. Helen Robbins Bitt&rnian 
of Columbus, feminist leader, sug­ 
gested the problem could be solved 
by

legislature’s 
requiring 
they lie paid time and a half 
work in excess of 48 hours a 
‘‘The 
little 
sweatshops.” 
she 
added, “would think twice then 
before 
working women over 48 
hours.” 
The committee will hold another 
hearing on the bill next Wednes­ 
day night.
